OCCUPATIONAL  LIST  OF  EXAMINATIONS. 


The  following  occupational  list  of  examinations  held  during  1916  and  1917  is 
published  for  the  information  and  use  of  appointing  officers  in  order  to  show  positions 
for  which  registers  of  eligibles  are  maintained.  It  is  not  for  general  distribution  but 
is  intended  for  the  office  use  of  Government  officials  whose  work  is  concerned  with 
appointments  to  the  service.  For  some  of  the  positions  there  is  only  a  limited  demand 
for  eligibles,  and  examinations  are  held  only  when  the  needs  of  the  service  so  require, 
but  there  is  a  steady  demand  for  eligibles  for  a  large  number  of  the  positions,  and  the 
examinations  are  standardized  and  held  at  frequent  intervals.  Unless  otherwise 
indicated,  the  examinations  are  open  to  both  men  and  women. 

Since  the  discontinuance  of  the  manual  of  examinations,  formerly  issued  in  the 
spring  and  fall  of  each  year,  containing  full  information  in  regard  to  examinations,  a 
special  announcement  for  each  examination  held  by  the  commission  has  been  issued, 
describing  the  duties  of  the  position.  In  this  list  the  announcement  number  for 
each  special  examination  held  is  shown,  so  that  where  detailed  information  concern¬ 
ing  a  particular  examination  is  desired,  request  may  be  made  by  the  appointing 
officer  for  a  copy  of  the  announcement.  The  range  of  salaries  at  which  appointments 
are  usually  made  is  indicated.  In  special  cases,  however,  appointments  may  be 
made  at  salaries  higher  or  lower  than  those  given. 

For  convenience  in  holding  examinations  and  making  certifications  for  appoint¬ 
ment  in  the  field  sendee,  12  civil  service  districts  have  been  established,  with  head¬ 
quarters  at  convenient  points  throughout  the  country,  as  follows:  Boston,  Mass.; 
New  York,  N.  Y.;  Philadelphia,  Pa.;  Washington,  D.  C.;  Atlanta,  Ga.;  Cincinnati, 
Ohio;  Chicago,  Ill.;  St.  Paul,  Minn.;  St.  Louis,  Mo.;  New  Orleans,  La.;  Seattle, 
Wash.;  San  Francisco,  Cal.  As  there  are  12  civil  service  districts,  it  might  be  con¬ 
fusing  to  indicate  announcement  numbers  for  examinations  held  under  the  district 
system,  and  they  have,  therefore,  been  omitted.
